FIRST SHOT OF WAR FIRED TODAY. 


North Atlantic Squadron Sails For Havana and Captures 


Spanish Vessel Off Key West, 


MINISTER 
WOODFORD MOBBED 1ft LEAVING 
SPAIN, 


Beaches the Frontier Safely. 
Proclamation of War Issued to 


the Powers From Washington. 
Coal Embargo Act 


Becomes a Law. 
Spanish Called to Arms, 


(By Associated Press) 


Key West, April 22.—The first shot of 


war has been fired. It resulted in the 
capture of a Spanish freight ship and 
crew of 20 men by tha United States 
cruiser Nashville. 


The capture itself was a minor affair, 


but it marks the actual beginning of the 
conflict which will soon involve the en- 
tire navies of this country and Spain. 


The captured vessel was the steamer 


Buena Ventura, lumber ladened 
from 


Pascagola, Miss., for Rotterdam. The 
Nashville overtook the Ventura, and fired 
a blank shot acrost her bows. The Span- 
iards ignored the summons, and a six- 
pounder waa.firedi 


The Spaniards immediately surrendered. 


A prize crew was put en board from the 
Nashville and the Ventura was tewed 
into this port. There was the greatest 
enthusiasm as she was towed in. 


The Bnena Ventura is a 1000-ton ship 


and was near the coast when oaptnredi 
She can led a crew of 20 men and was 
heavily loaded. 


SAILING OF THE FMBET. 


Squadron Off to Blockade Hctvnne. 


Flan* of Naval Campaign. 


Key West, April 22.—After all night 


spent in signalling, Oapt. Sampson's fleet 
got under way at 5.45 this morning. It 
made an inspiring sight as it left the har- 
bor.

ships Iowa, New York and Indiana;

ville,

The fleet may have te lie Inactive there 


several days, for this is to he a peace- 
ful blockade and there lg no present In- 
tention of bemfiardlng Havana, 
That 


may ceme later, but noehots will be fired 
until compelled by the inexorable prog- 
ress of events. 
The first blazing guns 


will come rather when an attempt Is 
made to land supplies for the starving 
inhabitants of the island under the pro- 
tection of American men-of-war.

ships conveying supplies are expected to 
leave Tampa In two or three days.

ship; protected cruisers such as the 
Cincinnati, Marblehead and Montgom- 
ery gunboats like the Vlcksburg, Wll- 
rrirgton g.nd Annapolis; regular torpedo 
boats, suc"h as the Ericsson, Gushing, 
Winslow and the like, not to speak of 
the large number of fast yachts and 
other vessels that have been added to 
the fleet by purchase.

From the balcony of 
the palaee the general thanked the peo- 
ple, assuring them that he would lead 
them te victory, "Otherwise I shall not 
live," he said "Do you swear t« fellow 
me to the fight?"

General Blanco said: "The enemy's 


feet is almost at Morro castle, almost 
at the doors of Havana. They have 
money; but we have blood to ahed, and 
we are ready to shed It.

Arinj Bill Amended. 


Washington, April 22 —Representative 


Hull, cnairman of the house committee 
on military affairs, reported back to the 
house the army reorganization bill with 
a number of amendments. It gives 84 
instead of 100 privates to each infantry 
company, and makes this important 
proviso, authorizing the call for troops: 
"Provided, that m the event of a, call by 
the president for either volunteers or 
the militia of the country, the president 
""is authorized to accept the quotas of 
troops of the various states and terri- 
tories, including the District of Colum- 
bia, as organized under the laws of the 
states and territories, including the Dis- 
trict of Columbia," 


There is also a provision that nothing 


in the act is to be construed to authorize 
a permanent increase of the commis- 
sioned or enlisted force of the regulars 
beyond that now provided by present 
law, except as to the increase of 26 ma- 
jors. 


The committee says that as now pre- 


sented the bill authorizes the 25 regi- 
ments of infantry to be recruited up to 
a total of 31,800 enlisted men, the re- 
cruitment o£ the 10 cavalry regiments 
to 12,000 enlisted men, the seven regi- 
ments of artillery to a total of 16,467 
men and the engineer battalion of five 
companies to 752 enlisted men, making 
the total strength 61,010 enlisted men. • 


To Bo Court M»rtl»lled. 


Key West, April 22.— The town is agog 


over the collision between the munici- 
pality and the military, when Sergeant 
Williams (colored) was taken from the 
eounty jail by fellow soldiers at the 
rifle point. 
Lieutenant Colonel Dag- 


gett, In command of the Infantry, held 
an Investigation, as a result of which 
Williams and Private Coles of the same 
company, who Is said to have been the 
leader of the attacking party, have been 
arrested. 
The troopers were ordered 


not to wear their side arms, and as Will- 
iams had violated the civil as well aa the 
military law, the local authorities were 
Justified la arresting him. 
Williams, 


Coles and their companions, when the 
latter are discovered, will b» turned over 
to the civil powers and punlshefl to the 
full extent of the law, after which a 
court-martial will follow.

The mob gathered 
in front of the building of the Equitable 
Life Insurance company, and insisted 
upon the removal of the American eagle, 
which was thrown down and smashed to 
bits. The fragments were then carried 
through the streets by a cheering, yeJl- 
ing mob to the Military club, where tha 
members appeared upon the balcony 
and enthusiastically cheered the demon- 
strators, shouting "Live Spain" and 
"Down with the Yankees."

Be Afterward Boa* to Be, President of 


the United Stdt**- \ 


During the politlear-eampaign of 1856 


James Buchanan, the Democratic nominee 
for the presidency, paid a visit to Mercers- 
burg, Pa., his native place, where be was 
reoaiTod with the cry, "Hurrah for Uncle 
Jimraio!" He stopped with the late Dr. 
Scbaff, than a professor in the theological 
seminary, and Mrs. Schaff, anxious about 
the dinner, gave special instructions to her 
colored cook, emphasizing them by the re- 
(iark that the guest might become presi- 
dent of tha United States. "Well, missus," 
placidly answered the cook, "I guess he 
ain't God Almighty, is he?" 


Tbo father of Buchanan, the fifteenth 


president, was an immigrant from north- 
ern Ireland, and in the latter part of the 
eighteenth century built two log cabins 
three miles Atom Mercersburg, to serve as 
a trading post for the Indians and the set 
tiers in that sparsely aetttad regite. When 
James was a little boy, his mother, busy 
at the counter of the store and with bouse 
hold cares, used to tie a bell around his 
neck that he might not get beyond her 
bearing. The motherly device gave rise to 
the story—one of the traditions of the 
neighborhood-»of "Jamie and the bell,' 
which Dr. Scbaff shortly after the inau 
guration of Mr. Buchanan told to a Sunday 
school at Carlisle. The incident, after 
ward erroneously told of James Q. Blaine 
when he was a candidate for the presi- 
dency, is thus narrated in the address, 
which we copy from the "Life of Philip 
Schaff," by his sou: 


"Three miles from the town (Mercers- 


burg) where I live a little boy was born in 
the mountains whose name was Jamie. 
When be was 4 or 5 years of age, his gooc 
mother, afraid that she should lose her 
Irish boy amid the rocks and bushes, tiei! 
a little bell around his neck, that she 
might know if be were near by or far oft. 
This was 'little Jamie with a bell arounc 
hisnepk.' 


"When the boy was 8 years old, bis fa- 


ther moved to the town where I live. 
There ho studied Latin and Greek, and 
when he was 14 his father brought him to 
this bio; town of yours, and to this big 
college (Dlofclnaon), and here he graduat- 
ed. This h 'little Jamie with a bell around 
bis neck.' 


"At 31 he was admitted as a lawyer in 


Lancaster; then was sent to Sarrlsbnrg to 
the legislature, than to congress at Wash- 
ington; then he was sent to Russia and 
then to England to reprsa»ni this great 
government of ours before kings and rul- 
ers of the §i0at powers of the world. All 
this was 'little Jamie with d ball around 
his neok.' And now where is 'little Jamie 
today? He Is at Washington in the presi- 
dential chair, the chief magistrate of this 
great American nation. 
This is 'little 


Jamie with a bell around his neck.' "

TITLE BY DIGESTION. 


A New Zealand Nattv* Cortom In R*a»rd 


to Land Trarufera. 


Mr. Hugh Craig of San Francisco tells 


some interesting stories about New £ee- 
land and the native customs. He was born 
in that island, where his father, who was 
a native of Scotlacd, lived for a number 
of years. Mr. Craig cays that tbe title to 
all land is vested in tbe natives, according 
to the agreement made with England, and 
that when land is to bo transferred tba de- 
termination of any question of ownership 
comes before a court constituted for that 
purpose. On ene occasion, when » bearing 
in a case was la progress, a young native 
informed tbe court that bis father owned 
tbe land, and la conaequenoe It now be- 
longed to him. When some of tbe natives 
were aaked if he spoke the truth, they re- 
plied that he did. 


At this point an old native who was sit- 


ting in tbe rear of tfae courtroom arose to 
bis feet, and, throwing aside bis mantle, 
stood forth stark naked and, coming for- 
ward, addreeeed tbe oxmrt. This mode oi 
dress, or rather undress, Mr. Craig said, 
was by no means uncommon when natives 
appeared txrfere tba land court. He pro- 
ceeded to tell tfae court that tie yoang 
man was mistaken In claiming tbe own- 
er-shipof the lend. He himself held tbe 
tu.e to the property. He said years ago be 
went towar against the owner of tbe prop- 
erty in question, and that not cnjy waa 
the proprietor of tbe land killed, but every 
member of tho family except tbe young 
man who bad jott ataimed the lend. 


"fie was then a babe," continued tbe 


old man, "and I bad seized him by one oi 
his feet and was about to dash bis braina 
out against a rook, when my wife inter- 
ceded on behalf of (ho boy and begged that 
bis lib be spared, and that be be given to 
her." 


Ea went on to say that he granted her 


request and gave her the boy, who had 
ever since Jived in bis family. 


"Now he claims the land," he added, 


"beoauao his father owned it 
But I 


(ought his father and killed him and all 
the members cf his family. Whet is more, 
I ate all of his body that was edible, so 
that all that remained of bis father passed 
into me." 


The old man continued that, under these 


olrcumatamces, he thought be bad proved 
a good title to the land. 


\Vhcn the natives who had heard this 


statement were questioned, they said that 
what tbe old man bad stated was true and 
that, according to their customs, tbe title 
to tbe land In question had passed to him. 
Tho court se decided, and so, concluded 
Mr. Oraif, there is in New Zealand, In ad- 
dition to the ether usual forms of getting 
'title to realty, suoh.as for money consider- 
ation, for love and affection, efc}., title by 
digestion.— Washington Star.

She Has Stood Firmly by Us In 


the Present Crisis. 


THE OLD ANTAGONISM HAS GONE. 


Areat Britain's Flan to Treat Coal as Con- 


traband of War a Bard Blow at Spain. 
Practically SUuU liar Oat of Active Na- 
val Operations In American Waters. 


WASHINGTON, April 32.—[Special.]—"An 


unexpected utffcc of the Cuban crisis," 
said a member of Proaiilcut MaKiolay's 
cabinet, "has boon that tbe prejudice 
which formerly existed in this country 
ugtilnst Knglnnd liny wall nigh distip- 
ponreti. I ju-oiliat that ivo have heard tbe 
Intit of an itching on tho part of Ameri- 
cans to whip Johnny Bull. That there has 
boon a deup sentod luitasoiuoii) to England 
on tbo pare of many of our j.bopki in known 
to avory ono. Though it cannot bo aspect 
ed to disappear in toto in a minuto/I ruu 
convinced that thuro is now very little loft 
of it'. Tho explanation for this change of 
santiraout is found in the fact that 
throughout this Cuban nffalr England has 
been our best friend. I tell you what I 
know to bo true when I nay thut but for 
England's stand the mediation of tbe 
powers uiiitht have assumed a more un- 
comfortable phase. I do not Chink Ger- 
many or Russia would bavo gone no far as 
to threaten ua with ncfclvo interference in 
Spain's behalf, but that they would have 
gone further than they did go bad not 
England stood out clear and strong for us 
I au very sure. 


"Another act of friendliness on Eng- 


land's part, one which may have farroaob- 
iug consequences, was the orders of Colo- 
nial Secretary Chamberlain to the governor 
of Jamaica, instructing him to treai coal 
as contraband of war. Tha importance of 
this is found in tbo fact tbat there are 
considerable supplies of coal for sale at 
Kinjjffcon, Jamaica, which tho owners 
would gladly sell to any buyer that comes 
along and pays their price. But England's 
friendliness has enabled tbe colonial office 
at London to perceive tbat this stock of 
coal would, if placed in tbe open market, 
bo of rnueh more value to Spain than to 
tbo United States, and tho English gov- 
ernment hns therefore directed tbat after 
an outbreak of hostilities the stock is not 
to be subject to purchase by either com- 
batant. 


Coal For the NaTj. 


" The United States can take care of It- 


self as to ooal supplies," continued this 
cabinet officer. "Our base of operations 
is near the scene of our naval labors. We 
shall not bavo any trouble in keeping all 
our ships going within the radius of ao- 
tion which the war seems to promise. 
Spain, on tbe other band, must come 2,500 
miles from her own ports to engage in tbe 
defense of Cuba, and by tbe time her ships 
arrive on tbis side they will be unable to 
do much without getting new supplies of 
coal. It is said by our naval experts tbat 
not a single ship of tbe Spanish navy can 
come across the Atlantic at full speed and 
go back again without replenishing her 
coal bunkers. 


"Tbis shows us what enormous Impor- 


tance coal assumes in the operations of a 
modern navy. It is different from tbe old 
days of sailing frigates, when tbe wind 
was the great factor in tbe movements of 
naval vessels.' Coal is now king. Without 
supplies of fuel in ber bunkers a great 
modern ironclad, a floating fortress upon 
which man has spent millions of money 
and years of study and Ingenuity, is a 
helpless bulk, floating about idly. Of 
course no commander of a warship would 
wait in proximity to tbe enemy until his 
bunkers were depleted. He would run 
away while there was yet power to go 
with. He would not risk going into action 
if there was any way of escape without 
coal enough to carry him away In case of 
a reverse. In other words, reduce tbe coal 
supply of a fleet below a certain minimum, 
and that fleet IB out of the fight 


Spain's Disadvantage. 


"Spain is at such great disadvantage in 


this matter of coal supplies tbat even if 
ber navy were equal to oars In other re- 
spects we should wblp ber. Spain has 
very little ooal at any available port in 
America or its islands. There is a stock 
of coal at Puerto Rico, but it is no secret 
that onr navy department has made its 
plans to capture the port in which tbe 
Spanish coaling station is situated. There 
is not much ooal in any Cuban port, and 
before the Spanish ehJps can get over here 
there are ten chances to one that what sup- 
ply there is in Cuba will be in our bands. 
Now that England has decided to declare 
ooal contraband of war Spain is really 
shut out of active and persistent naval 
operations on tbis side of the ocean. Tbe 
result of a naval struggle is not difficult 
to foresee. Spain's only hope is in staying 
on the other side of tbe Atlantic, and tbat 
amounts to abandonment of Cuba." 


Tbe remarks of this cabinet officer bring 
out most clearly tbe weakness of Spain as 
a naval power in tbo waters of the west 
Atlantic. They confirm tbe views already 
expressed in earlier dispatches of mine to 
yonr paper. In fact, it was in these dis- 
patches tbat the importance of the coal 
supplies of tbe two navies was first point- 
ed out, and subsequent events have justi- 
fied tbe assertions which I made some time 
ago tbat on account of ber lack of coal 
•npnlioa Spain would probably be oom- 
pelled to adopt one of two possible courses 
—either to abandon Cuba to onr fleets or 
to concentrate all her energies in an attack 
upon some exposed port along onr coast 
line, Spain choosing the port, rushing tn 
with a secret and sudden onslaught and 
then making off for Spain as last as pos- 
sible. 


England's friendliness to the United 


Gtntes in tbis emergency is all the more 
Significant when it is remembered that it 
has always been the policy of the United 
States to reduce the list of contraband 
goods to the lowest possible limit. As A 
great naval power, providing with energy 
and foresight for all her fuel needs in ev- 
ery part of the world, England's policy 
has been to declare ooal contraband and 
thus to cripple possible enemies who were 
not so well provided. Tho United States 
has not aided in establishing ber policy, 
and England's present willingness to give 
help to tbe United States In this indirect 
but important way ia a sincere mark of her 
friendship for us. 


Owing to the fact that coal has become 


such an important factor in naval opera- 
tions only daring the last quarter century, 
or since steam became tbe universal mo- 
tive power in the world's naval establish- 
ments, tbe practice of nations as to re- 
garding ooal a contraband of war has not 
become well settled. In fact, one nation 
holds cne way and another precisely tbo 
opposite, each generally following its own 
Interest*. 
'

For the children there are prettier and 


more sensible garments than I have ever 
before seen. No child need bo overdressed 
nor out of fashion, no matter how rich or 
how poor are the materials, for ono flnda 
velvet and silk among children's garments 
and also calico and gingham. 


The velvet garments aro mostly for 


handsome cloaks, the Bilks for cloaks 
and dresses, according to tho kind and 
qmillty. Tho reps and a few brocades are 
roado into fino cloaks. These cover tho 
whole gown and ai a general rulo have 
Mother Hubbnrd yokos, to which the skirt 
portion is gathered. The yokes are often 
covered flat with heavy lace and ngnift 
may be embroidered, braided or lefi plain. 


For very small girls there are for sum- 


mer the cutest of little reefers in deep, 
brilliant blue, with the perennial sailor 
collar, ornamented in turn with several 
rows of fine soutache, red, blnck or white. 


Blue is decidedly the color for children 


thii season, and there are dozens of shades 
from the faint "baby blue" to the deep 
huo of the cornflower. Navy and indif o 
are both worn, bnt tho lighter, more bril- 
liant shades are preferred. Forgotraenot, 
parma, turquoiso and several other of the 
pretty light shades are the favorites. 
Some goods are in solid colors and others 
in fancy stripes or prints, but tho crown- 
ing glory of them all is found in tho blue 
and white oheoks. These are produced in 
gingham, poplin nnd crisp taffeta silk. 
These are so woven that there is ona check 
of deep blue, one of white and one of 
mixed white and blue threads. Tho best 
liked of these checked silks have the blocks 
from half to three-quarters of an inoh.

Thoio are made of tnffota in light colors 
and with pinked out edges. Some havo 
ruffles under them of the snmo silk or a 
contrasting color.

Cheaper ones, made of 
gingham, aro like the silks in design. 


For tha grown ups there aro beautiful 


parasols, each displacing that last seen. 
One was of whita silk, with a handlo of 
ivory inlaid with turquoise and silver. On 
the outside of tho parasol there were three 
ruffles of shoor silk mull. The first ona 
went around tho center spike.

One dainty little dress 
of this kind had a double row of cntstltcb- 
ing done in red thread around tho bottom. 
Tho yoke and cuffs were ornamented in 
the same way. Fcatberstitching is also 
often seen on children's garments. Moth- 
ers generally add this refining touch. 
White mull and dotted swiss as well as 
pique are all among the dresses for little 
girls, and dotted linen lawns aro among 
the choicest of all materials for children. 
The dots are fine and usually in clusters 
and aro limited to red, blue and brown. 


I saw one cunning little suit for a baby 


of 4 in a great store where nothing but 
children's garments are made. This was 
on a lay figure, to be sure, but It lost lit- 
tle of its grace. First, there were rnitog of 
gkyjjlue shoes and pale blue stockings;

new millinery can doubt for a moment 
that soring is here, no matter what the 
thermometer may say. Beautiful colors, 
airy materials and crowds of marvel- 
ously natural flowers give the most 
vernal of aspects to the rooms of the 
leading dealers in hats and bonnets. As 
yet Paris Is too chilly for the public 
appearance of these works of art, but in 
the southern resorts they are already 
blossoming upon the heads of the lead- 
ers of fashion. There are a great many 
large hats to be seen among the new 
models, and they are properly trimmed, 
both outside and under the brim. The 
trimming is of a delicate nature, else 
these hats would be a noticeable weight 
to carry. Wide braid of satiny straw 
is very much in favor and la used in all 
colors, even the most delicate—lavender, 
pale green, bluSh and turquoise—com- 
posing exceedingly pretty if somewhat 
showy headgear. 
The trimming la 


often in the nature of drapery, scarfs 
of mousseline de sole, tulle, spangled 
net and various crapellke textures be- 
ing twisted and puffed about the crown 
and under the brim next the hair. Lace 
also is used in the same way and wide 
ribbons, usually of fancy weave and 
coloring. Ostrich flumes, although still 
worn, are to a certain extent replaced 
By flowers, which are more appropriate 
to the season. Both small and large 
flowers are utilized-—hyacinths, t violets, 
of courst; jasmine, mignonette and perl- 
winkle sharing favor with immense 
roses, popples and orchids. These flow- 
er* at 6 likewise made into the daintiest 
of bows and ruches, fastening with wide 
ribbons or long scarfs of'-'grift liberty 
silk or lade.

It must not be supposed, however, 


that scintillating effects have been or 
are to be abandoned, for there is a new 
and more varied and dazzling crop of 
embroideries In tnetais and jewels. 
These are in squares for soft crowns to 
toques and capotes or in bands for 
more general use, and copper, bronze 
and blue, crimson, green and pink metal 
are represented, as well aa the more 
usual gold, silver and steel. Metallic 
threads, flat strips of metal, • spangles 
and cabochons are mingled in the em- 
broidery, making It rich and effective. 


There are other hats, of course, besides 


these elaborate and fanciful ones—plain 
hats for morning and outing wear. The 
alpine, with an indented crown and 
brim curling at the sides, is well repre- 
sented in various kinds of straw, both 
rough and smooth, and various colors. 
The usual trimming Is a band of rib- 


bon and a couple of quills, the latter 
placed at the left side, pointing forward, 
but sometimes the crown is surrounded 
by a slight drapery, and a buckle and 
coq feathers are added. The plain sail-

Many thin, semitransparent or wholly 


transparent fabrics will be worn when 
the weather permits. Indeed these goods 
may be considered a leading charac- 
teristic among the new fashions, and 
skirts of such materials are made over 
a separate foundation skirt Instead of 
having a lining sewed in at the seams. 
The circumference of the average skirt 
is about four yards, a little more or a 
little less, according to the weight of 
the goods and the size of the wearer. 
Accordion plaited skirts ara the natu- 
ral outcome of the passion for thin fab- 
rlcs and are frequently encountered 
among the models prepared for sum- 
mer. 


Petticoats for general wear are of taf. 


feta or broche silk, trimmed with sub. 
stantlal laoe or with ruffles of the same 
silk, but those to be worn under evening 
gowna are adorned with very full ruf- 
fles of mouBsellne de sole, alternating 
with ruffles of lace, a most delicate and 
attractive but very fragile style of dec- 
oration. 


It is difficult to get away from the 


subject of summer materials, they are 
so new, so varied and so pleasing. 
Voile, both in wool and silk and wool, 
fine, firm, thin and soft, composes many 
exquisite toilets. Foulard is also in 
high favor for warm weather gowns 
and is usually figured or flowered, A 
new kind of foulard is just out which 
is almost gauzelike in texture, allowing 
the color of the lining to appear. This 
is made up over satin of the same or a 
different color, with charming results. 
Blue over green, mauve over purple 
and gray over rose produce changeable 
effects which are very attractive. 


As for batistes and similar wash 


fabrics, their name is legion. They ap- 
pear in all colors—pink, tilleul, tur- 
quoise—accented with small black dots, 
usually embroidered. These black dots 
on a light ground are the novelty of 
the season in this line, such goods com- 
prising the newest shirt waists, with 
perhaps the exception of the big, light 
checks newly brought' out for shirt 
waist materials and distinct horizontal 
stripes for the same purpose. 


Ecru promises to predominate among 


summer toilets, and there are ecru 
batistes, heavily embroidered in spe- 
cial patterns or'simply dotted with em- 
broidered spots of dull blue or red. Ecru 
checks are also well represented. 


The summer silks are all soft, the 


newest being strewn with chenille or 
velvet dots. These are used not only 
for gowns and bodices, but for long 
redingotea, too elaborate to be called 
dust cloaks, but serving the same pur- 
pose. They cover the entire gown, but 
are so daintily made and trimmed that 
they are a costume in tlfemselves. 


Embroidery, which has played so con- 


spicuous a part all winter, shows no 
symptoms of fatigue, but appears in 
full favor on a large number of the 
latest designs in gowns and wraps. It 
is very fine, often a marvel of patient 
and delicate workmanship. Incrusta- 
tion is a form much in vogue, one 
fabric being cut away and embroidered 
down upon another. Bodices are thus 
cut out over guimpes or yp,kes at a dif- 


ferent material, skirts over yokes also, 
panels or inlet motifs. Jackets are often 
entirely cqrtred with incrustations of 
cloth and gtdttere. 


As to sumjMU colors, ecru, which has 


been already miaitioned, occupies a po- 
sition in the frevt. All whites are also 
to be worn, with turquoise blue, rose de 
chine, reed gr<tei and orange, so there 
is every prospect of great lightness and 
gayety of aspect at all summer resorts. 


In contrast to these brilliant tints 


much jet is worn on nice gowns and

MRS. M'KINLEY AT WORK. 


HOW THE WIFE OF THE PRESIDENT KNITS AND 


CROCHETS-HER DESIGNS FOR SLIPPERS.

While the president weaves history 


and ponderous portents hang about the 
White House there is one person un- 
moved by it all. Like Mme. Defarge 
while French epochs were marked, Mrs. 
McKinley's needle is never idle. Into 
the stocking Mme. Defarge knit venom 
and revenge. Its horrible records were 
to be ripped out with a sharp blade. 


But every stitch that Mrs. McKinley's 


busy hook makes at this time is a sup- 
plication for peace and a message of 
good will. The wife of the president is 
never idle, and her constant employ-

ment has two purposes. Once Mrs. Mc- 
Klnley knit as well as crocheted. Both, it 
is well understood, act as sedatives on 
the nerves. 
Crocheting is especially 


soothing because of the lack of atten- 
tion necessary to perfect work and the 
steady, monotonous movement of yarn 
and hook which is of the class of mo- 
tions know'n now to psychologists as 
•elf hypnotic. 


For a long time Mrs. McKinley's chief 


employment has been crocheting, and 
within a few years she has arranged it 
on a systematic basis. 


Mre. McKjnley found there was not 


only a liking for slippers, but an im- 
mense demand for hers. Every one uses 
them, sick or well. 
They are easily 


tnade, not overcostly and useful as 
well as pretty. In hospitals they are 
Invaluable for convalescents. So Mrs. 
McKinley has settled down to a long 
course of slippers. All patterns are fa- 
miliar to her, but she bas at last settled 
on one which suits her needs. Always 
In great request among her friends, Mrs. 
McKinley finds her slippers are more 
than popular since she became the first 
lady of the land. 
To keep all her 


friends In supply and xatlsfy the re- 
quests of church societies that want 
samples of her work for fairs and all 
the invalids, whom she likes to tftlnk 
are made comfortable by her own work, 
Mr*. McKinley has adopted the easiest 


kind of a slipper to make. She uses al- 
most entirely what she calls the rail- 
road stitch, which gets its name from 
the rapidity with which it counts on a 
slipper. 


This is the stitch as described by a 


friend who has profited many times by 
Mrs. McKinley's generosity and now 
has two pretty pairs, one in use and one 
to bequeath to her he'rs or heiresses: 


"You have one stitch on the crochet 


needle. Put the worsted over once, put 
the hook through the next loop and pull 
through another stitch. You have three 
stitches on the needle. Put the thread 
over the hook and pull through two 
loops at once. Put the thread over 
again and pull through the last two 
loops. If you try this, you will at once 
understand how Mrs. McKinley is able 
to finish a pair of slippers in a couple 
of hours' steady work," said this friend. 


If she works steadily, she often fin- 


ishes three pairs in a day without an 
effort and puts the scalloped edge about 
the top. 


No superfluous stitches are put into 


any of these slippers. Mrs. McKinley 
knows just how many rows will make 
a. No. 4 or No. 5 slipper and doesn't 
add for good measure. The point on 
the insfep of the slipper is not so de- 
cided as where the single crochet stitch 
is used, and the row used for widening 
the front is wavy instead of straight 
from being always widened on the same 
stitch. , 


The result is that the slipper has a 


softer appearance than the' single stitch 
and ordinary method of"widening give. 
Mrs. McKmley'a slippers -always feel 
particularly soft and- restful and fit 
themselves to the shape of the instep 
and toes. Since she went into the White 
House she has made many,hundreds of 
slippers after this pattern. 


Her favorite color is forgetmonot 


blue, and so pronounced is her fondness 
for this shade that the sight of pink 
or any other color of worsted in her 
hands always amazes her friends. 


Very often Washington people with 


whom the president's wife has made an 
appointment have arrived to find her 
crocheting in her hands and kept there 
during the call. 


For special occasions, such as the ar- 


rival of infants in the families of her 
friends, she provides crocheted booties 
according to the colors used for boys or 
girls. Into all these coverings for small 
pink toes are woven tenderest thoughts, 
for Mrs. McKinley's love for babies and 
children is very deep and very pathetic 
In the eyes of her associates, who know 
how thoroughly the memory of her own 
little lost daughter is woven into Mrs. 
MoKlnley's everyday life. 


With the railroad stitch Mrs. McKin- 


ley Is able to turn out slippers so rap- 
Idly that she buys soles for them by the 
hundreds and dispatches them to her 
favorite hospitals in large boxes. When 
the crocheted top is finished, it is hand- 
ed over to her maids, who have to sew 
slipper and sole together as part of 
their regular duties. 


In New York poor women are paid 


S cents a pair for crocheting slippers. 
Any manufacturer would willingly give 
the president's wife a hundred times 
that for all she would make and" con- 


sider It a real bargain, while Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley could easily raise a large fund 
for charity projects. 


Churches are continually petitioning 


the president's wife for a pair of slip- 
pers to sell at church debt raising fairs, 
but she is able to respond to but few 
requests. At one fair in the west it is 
said a patriotic Republican office saek- 
er paid $62 at auction for Mra. McKin- 
ley's handiwork and keeps the slippers 
in a satin covered box for future gen- 
erations of his family. 


Mrs. McKinley best likes, however, 


that her dearest friends should not 
hoard up her gifts, but take comfort in 
them, and continually inquires of them 
if they don't need a new pair. 


But if she likes to crochet slippers 


there is another occupation she likes 
even better. 
The humblest necktie 


maker of the slums of New Tork may 
feel proud of her work after this, for 
the first lady in the land Is as skillful 
as any of them at the business, and the 
president hasn't for years worn a neck- 
tie which she did not make for him. 


This is well known among the presi- 


dent's friends, and when on opening a 
package accompanied by Mrs. McKin- 
ley's card they find a rich necktie they 
at last feel sure the president's wife 
has stamped their intimacy with her 
husband with her approval. 


Last Christmas six of Mr. McKinley's 


friends in Washington and some of tha 
cabinet members received handsome 
neckties, the work of the wife of the 
president. 


One of Mrs. McKinley's friends is 


planning to hold a necktie bee just for 
amusement for her feminine friends, and 
later when the men arrive the ties will 


in muslin bags. The glass surface !s 
first slightly moistened, the bag rubbed 
over it thoroughly and a final polish 
given with chamois or a crumpled 
newspaper.

Yolks of three eggs, half a cup of 


shortening, a cup of molasees, half a 
cupful of sweet milk, three cups of 


and some light French white wine. Put 
Into a small preserving pan, cover them 
with the wine, beat the yolks of three 
eggs and the whites of two, some grated 
nutmeg, a pinch of salt and a little 
melted butter. Add gradually a pint of 
milk (three-quarters of a pint of cream 
is preferable). Sweeten to taste. Stir it 
over the fire in a china saucepan till 
thick. Put the mixture in a pie dish 
lined with puff or other thin paste and 
bake in a fairly hot oven. 


To Make Spanish Eggs. 


Put a generous tablespoonful of but- 


ter in an earthen pie plate and place it 
over a moderate fire; add to the butter 
a teaspoonful of chopped onion, the 
same amount of chopped parsley, a ta- 
blespoonful of chopped green pepper and 
salt and pepper. When stirred well to- 
gether, break In four eggs, one at a 
time, keeping the yolks whole. When 
they are cooked upon one side, turn 
them over carefully so as not to break 
the yolks.

HINTS FOR 


MOVING DAY. 


Now that the moving season has ar- 


rived a few hints as to the most 
comfortable or at least comfortless way 
of passing through this trying ordeal 
may be in order. The only really com- 
fortable way to move is this: Hie you to 
a company or to an individual making 
a specialty of such work and engage it 
or him to pack and move your goods and 
chattels; then go and spend the day 
with a friend. This is really an eco- 
nomical method of procedure, for if one 
takes into consideration the wear and 
tear of emotions to which the average 
woman is subjected during the moving 
process, the furrows deepened on her 
forehead, the inevitable strain of nerves 
and muscles, almost any financial ex- 
penditure would be an economical al- 
ternative. 


Nor is this method of moving prohib- 


itive in price. In effect the figures are 
about as follows for the average apart- 
ment family: 
Professional packers, at 40 cents an 
hour, say 20 hours

Eight boxes, at 25 cents each

Six barrels, at 15 cents each

It will be seen that the charge for 


packing is the only one in addition to 
the ordinary necessary expenditure, 
and it will be $8 wisely expended. It is 
possible that in doing your own pack- 
ing you might economize in materials, 
but in almost every instance it will be 
at the expense of your china and bric- 
a-brac and consequently of your ten- 
derest feelings. It is in this way that 
the would be saving woman sometimes 
overreaches herself. A dollar's worth 
of excelsior and barrels may mean the 
saving of a handsome vase worth ten 
times that amount. All this applies, of 
course, only to household furniture, lin- 
en, glass and china, ornaments, etc. 
Personal effects, dress and all that per- 
tains thereto cannot \\ ell be relegated 
to any hireling. The most essential 
thing with regard to this part of the 
moving is that the housekeeper shall 
know what each box contains. Many 
women may recollect such scenes as 
this: 


A room in chaos; time, 6 p. rn.; pa- 


terfamilias pulling at trunks sullenly; 
tired materfamilias weakly, with tears 
in her voice: 


"Where did I put the candle? How 


hateful of those gas people not to have 
turned on the gas! I am almost sure 
that they are in the tin trunk. Yes," 
brightly, "I am quite sure." 


The tin trunk is opened, and the face 


of materfamilias- falls. 


"No; I remember all there is In that 


trunk. It is full of the children's 
clothes. The study lamp is somewhere, 
but I can't remember where." 


Paterfamilias goes to the nearest gto- 


cer's and buys candles. 


"Where did I put the forks and 


spoons? I am sure the plated ware is 
with the tablecloths and the breakfast 
china, but for the life of me I cannot re- 
member whether I put them in the ce- 
dar boater the Saratoga, or was it that 
flat topped trunk underneath all the 
others?" 


And so on till the family is driven to 


the last point of desperation through 
hunger and weariness. 


Get a common scribbling book and a 


pencil and keep them beside you while 
packing. When you come to your new 
quarters and turn to the little book, it 
should read something like thlst 


Big Black Saratoga- 
Sheets and pillowcases. 
Children's winter undergarments. 
Dressing case. 
Brown Canvas Trunk- 
Four suits of clothes. 
Dressing table silver. 
Skirts, walking and flannel, ' - 
Photographs. 
White Canvas Trunk- 
Glove, handkerchief and veil cases. 
Children's toys. 
Children's cambric dresses. 
Six blankets. 


The notebook in a little bag banging 


at one's side is always convenient for 
reference. In moving, the little bag at- 
tached to the side is indispensable. Tha 
hands are always needed, and a pocket- 
book is an inadequate depository for 
the hundred and one papers, receipts 
and otherwise, which, while not intrin- 
sically valuable, are eminently nec- 
essary at the moment. Have a large 
supply of small change on hand at 
moving time. Little bills of a fraction 
of a dollar will turn up to be settled, and 
tips and expressmen will run away with 
more than you would imagine, and the 
little bag will carry it all easily. If 
you are a nervous woman or a delicate 
one, do not attempt to receive your 
goods as they arrive at your new home. 
Let some strong minded member of your 
family do it for you. There are few 
things more fatiguing than to watch 
and wait and stand about directing the 
disposition of furniture or guarding 
paint and paper from the scratch of 
trunk or box. And it is not the physic- 
al labor that exhausts most. The men- 
tal strain and the necessary expendi- 
ture of nervous force will do more harm 
to a woman's frail organism than the 
most excessive physical labor. 


The Safety of Eider Down.

peculiar and beautiful fabric will not 
blaze when held to the fire? It will 
only smolder, being made of an ani- 
mal fiber. Mothers will do well to re- 
member this when they are buying 
warm winter garments for their little 
ones. 


Here is the way in which to wash 


garments of elder down: Make ft suds 
of lukewarm water and the best laundry 
soap. Put in the garment and -n-ash it 
thoroughly, being careful not to rub 
on it. That causes it to shrink in spots 
and is undesirable in every way. The 
best eider down will not fade and will 
bear hard and frequent washings. 


The Salad Season. 


This is the season for salad—not lob- 


ster or chicken or crab or other ab- 
normal concoction, but field salads, 
great bowls of crisp, fres.h, bittersweet 
chicory, curly leaved lettuce, sour field 
greens and spiky, appetizing dandelion.

The worat 
effect of the war scare has been felt in 
the woolen business. 


Unless the certainty of war restores 


poino of the confidence lost during the 
waiting, local manufacturers fear that it 
will be necessary to close the mills. 


For some time buyers have held off, not 


knowing what might happen, BO that 
now t!'o wo die n mills are in poor con- 
dition to stand more serious effects. 
The 


manufacturers are. hopeful but until af- 
fairs take a definite turn little can be told 
of the prospects of the business. 


The Blackinton mills are at present 


running full time, but orders are few, and 
buyers are afraid of taking stock for fu- 
ture orders. The management said this 
afternoon that unless confidence was re- 
stored, it wonld be neoessasy to call a halt 
in the business, and manufacture only as 
orders came in. This might make it 
necessary to close the mills within a few 
vreeks. 


At the North Adams Manufacturing 


Company's works, the same conditions 
exist. Orders have been slack for some 
time, and the mill has been working on 
shortened hours. The management was 
confident that actual war would restore a 
little of the lost confidence, but if it does 
not, it may be necessary to close these 
works also. 


The cotton mills ana print works are 


not feeling the effects particularly, and 
co difficulty is expected from war in this 
line of manufacturing?. 


The effects of the war are felt sharply 


in the provision market, and all supplies 
are rapidly mounting in price. 
Meat 


prices have been advancing for some time, 
and it is understood that word"has been 
received from the "big four" wholesale 
dealers that next week meat will advance 
fl per hundred. Those who have supplies 
are holding for the risa. 


Staple groceries have advanced, and 


flour is rapidly rising, although the in- 
crease has not been so marked as in other 
cities. 
In most stores the price is still 


$6.50 a barrel, but wnolesalers from other 
ci'i.-s are said to b". planning to raise it 
within a short time.
